- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was 
agreed to if an agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant remarked that the WestBlockSystems information (2-WS, 3-WS, 4-WS) does 
not disclose a vertically hybrid wall as mentioned in the rejection by the examiner, but rather 
discloses a horizontally hybrid wall or separate walls in a single project being different. The 
argument was deemed not persuasive because the reference (2-WS) mentions that the systems 
can be combined on the same wall, the reference (3-WS) depicts a hybrid wall at the fill site 
diagram, and the reference (2-WS) depicts different systems for the same wall at FIG. 2.3.4. 
Therefore, combining the systems on a wall is within the four corners of the WestBlockSystems 
information: 2-WS, 3-WS and 4-WS. 

Applicant remarked that Hammer (US-5350256) does not disclose a hybrid wall, but 
rather discloses various types of walls. The argument was deemed not persuasive because the 
reference discloses using face blocks alone and depicts various systems on the courses of block 
in FIG. 1.
